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NOTES AND COMMENT. 

In one particular at least the 
farmer government led by 
Premier Brownlee is very like 
previous party organizations 
and that is in the belief that 
the government can handle 
municipal or school affairs, or 
in fact anything else, to better 
advantage than the interested 
people themselves, There has 
always been a firmly rooted 
opinion among the ordinary 
people that government hand- 
ling of any work of any kind 
meant incompetence exercised 
to the limit and there is little 
reason to change this opinion 
If the telephone system or any 
other public utility was operat 
ed directly from the govern- 
ment departments the people at 
the head wonld be friends of 
the government. It is only 
when such organizations as the 
telephone system are managed 
like a privately owned concern 
that they become effective, and 
even the control of the building 
of new lines by the government 
woule invariably be abused in 
any case, The new school legis- 
lation is evidence of the faith 
of the government in their own 
abilities rather than the farm- 
ers who elected them to office. 
Its effect is meant to take con- 
trol from the people who pay 
the taxes and place it in the 
hands of the government hired 
officials. Is there any belief on 
the part of the farmers in this 
province that their represent 
atives at Edmonton have a 
monopoly of all the brains in 
the country, or that they are 
guided in their decisions by 
some higher influence not avail- 
able to the man at home? If 
not the attempt at central- 
ization outlined by the new 
school act should be scrutinized 
closely before it is accepted, 
The new bill will only be read a 
second time this session because 
it has met with serious op- 
position everywhere it has been 
outlined, The farmers should 
make it a point to look into the 
changes proposed before this 
legislation is again befor the 
legislature. 


NEWS NOTES
